The 
whole Woman was reprefented, without Regatd td 
the ufual external Features; which were made efi-= 
tirely conformable to their real Characters: Tig 
fhort, the moft accomplithed (taking in‘the whole 
Circle of Femate Perfections) were the moft beau= 
tiful;.and the moft’ defective, the moft deformed. 
The’ Goddefs fo varied the Motion of the Glafs 
and placed it iri fo.many different Lights, that each 
had an Opportunity of feeing her felt in it, 

it is impoflible to defcribe the Rage, the Pleafure 
or Aftonithment, that appeared in each Face upon 
its Repretentation in the Mirror: Multitades @art- 
ed at their own Form,’ and would have broke the 
Glaf§ if they could have reached ‘it. Many faw 
their Blooming Features wither as they looked 
upon them, and their Selt-Admiration turned into 
a Lostans and Abhorrence. The Lady who was 
thought fo agreeable in her Anger, and was-{o 
often celebrated for a Woman of Fire and Spirit 
was frighted at her own Image, and fancied the taw 
a Fury inthe Glafs. The interefted Miltrets beheld 
a Harpy, and the fubtle Jilt a Sphinx. 1 was yery 
much troubled in my own Heart, to fee fuch a De- 
ftruction of fine Faces ; but at the fame Time had 
the Pleafure of feeing feveral improved, which I 
had before: looked ‘upon as the greate(t Matfter- 
pieces of Nature.

I was impatient to fee the Lady reprefented by 
fo divine an Image, whom I found to be the Per-

with grey Hairs. I had obferved all along an in- 
nocent Chearfulnefs in her Face, which was now 
heightened into Rapture as fhe béheld her telf in 
the Glafs.. It was an odd Cireumftance in my 
Dream, (but I cannot forbear relating it); I con- 
ceived fo great an Inclination towards her, that I 
had Thoughns of ditcourfing her upon the Point 
of Marriage, when on a fudden fhe was carried 
from me; for the Word was now given, that all 
who were pleafed with their own linages, fhould 
seme and place themfelves at the Head of their 
cx.

This Calamity fell ve- 
ty heavy upon that Part of Women who are di- 
itinguifhed ey the Name of Prades, a Courtly Word 
for Female Hypocrites, who have a fhort Way to 
being virtuous, by fhowing that others are vicious, 
The Second Sentence was then pronounced againit 
the loofe Part of the Sex, That all fhould umme- 
diately be pregnant, who in any Part of their Lives 
liad ran the Hazard of it. This bape a very 
any Appearance, and revealed fo many Milcon- 
ucts, that madethofe who were lately ftruck dumb, 
tepine more than ever at their Want of Utterance ; 
tho’ at the fame Time (as Afflictions feldom come 
fingle) many of the Mutes were alfo feized with 
this new Calamity. The Ladies were now in fuch 
a Conditior, that they would have wanted Room, 
had not the Plain been large enough to let them di- 
vide their Ground, and extend their Lines on all 
Sides. It was a fentible Affligtion to me to tee fuch 
a Multitude of Fair Ones either dumb or big-bel- 
lied : But 1 was fomething more at Eafe, when I 
found that they agreed upon feveral Regulations 
to cover {uch Misfortunes. Among others, that it 
fhould be an eftablithed Maxim in all Nations, 
That a Woman’s Firlt Child might come into the 
World within Six Months after her Acquaintance 
with her Husband ; and that Grief might retard 
the Birth of her la(t till Fourteen Months after his 
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Tits Vifion lafted till my ufual Hour of Wa- 
king, which { did with fome Surprite, to find my 
{AF alone, attcr having been engaged almoft a whote 
Night in {o' prodigious a Multitude. IT could not
